A stricter version of a bill designed to allow the instal¬ 
lation of Video Lottery Terminals (VLTs) in racetracks in 
the State of Michigan was approved by the Senate last 
week, but the plan hasn't made everyone happy. 

State Sen. Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) said he only 
voted on the issue to move the process along and further 
debate on the topic and has yet to give it his full support 
“I don’t support gambling. I’m not satisfied with this 
bill.” he said. “But there is a possibility that we could real¬ 
ly make a considerable improvement in the current state 
of gaming and gambling addiction that is the status quo. 
As a lawyer who is an optimist I am looking to improve 
the status quo. not complain about the current condition” 
Patterson's district includes the City of Northville, 
which houses Northville Downs, one of the current race¬ 
tracks in the State of Michigan He offered amendments 


to the bill. House Bill 4610, that would offer a measure of 
protection to the residents of the small town, as well as 
provide for a more detailed designation for any racetrack 
funds. 

One amendment gave the city the ability to vote on the 
inclusion ofVTLs at the track, which is about 100 years 
old. City officials have been concerned about that plan, 
and said that they fear the increased strain on city 
resources, and a complete change of the character of 
their community. 

Other amendments to the proposed bill include a stip¬ 
ulation that revenue from the tracks will be set aside and 
used to combat gambling addiction, increase the funding 
for school districts, put the funds directly back into the 
community rather than have the money be allocated 
through the state appropriations process, and ensure that 
funds go to police departments throughout the state, 
regardless of whether their respective communities host 
a racetrack. 


“If someone has to steal to support a gambling habit, 
there’s no guarantee they’ll do it (at a racetrack communi¬ 
ty),” Patterson said. “They could do it anywhere.” 

He said there was no guarantee that the amendments 
would be in the final bill, but that he wouldn’t vote for it if 
it didn't include protections for Northville. 

“There’s no way I’m going to vote for this without satis¬ 
fying the needs of Northville/’ he said. “Nobody should 
assume I’m going to vote for this. I just wanted to move 
the process along.” 

The House of Representatives rejected the Senate- 
altered version of the bill and referred it instead to a con¬ 
ference committee. That committee will be made up of 
three representatives each from the House and the 
Senate. Two members from each side will be from the 
majority party - Republicans - and the other member will 
be from the minority party, Patterson said. A simple

Community challenged to get healthy 


Injection well issue 
heats up, stay requested

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved a resolution 
Monday night officially making 
the summer of 2004 the “Get 
Moving, Get Healthy” season in 
the community. 

Gina Wilson, director of the 
Pen Enrichment Community 
Center in Romulus, said she is 
trying to make sure that Romulus 
never usurps the City of Detroit 
as the fattest city in the country 
by putting together a health fair 
from 2-7 p.m. Wednesday, May 12. 

“I don’t think anyone in 
Romulus wants this city to be 
known as the fattest,” said 
Wilson. “So, we are going to do 
something about it” 

The health fair will mark the 
beginning of a campaign for 
Romulus citizens to lose weight 


and get healthy this summer, said 
Wilson. 

“Some people take for grant¬ 
ed that they are healthy and 
never change the way they eat or 
exercise until something hap¬ 
pens,” she said. “This program is 
designed to change that way of 
thinking and have fun doing it” 

Citizens wishing to take part 
in the event will be able to get 
“weighed in” at five locations in 
Romulus; the Romulus Public 
Library, the Pentecostal Baptist 
Church, the Wick Elementary 
and Merriman Elementary Boys 
and Girls Club sites and at the 
Romulus Police Station. 

“Medical assistants from the 
Dorsey Medical School have vol¬ 
unteered to come and weigh peo¬ 
ple in,” she said. ‘Just so people 
know that it is being done by pro¬ 
fessionals and it is purely confi¬ 
dential. No one else in the city 


will know how much you weigh.” 

This was a point that was well 
received as Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak jokingly asked 
that the confidentiality clause go 
into the resolution approved by 
council. 

Also on May 12 at the 
Romulus Public Library, staff 
members from Oakwood 
Hospital and Garden City 
Hospital will perform free health 
screenings. 

‘They will do blood pressure 
checks, diabetes and stroke 
assessments and cholesterol 
checks,” said Wilson. “It is all 
part of getting healthy.” 

Other participating organiza¬ 
tions include the American 
Heart Association, the American 
Diabetes Association, Curves, the 
Romulus Parks and Recreation

The hazardous waste injection 
well isn’t a dead issue in Romulus. 

Sunoco Oil filed a petition with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) asking them to 
reconsider an exemption issued 
to Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) in March 

The exemption freed EDS 
from federal restrictions on land 
disposal of hazardous waste for 
two injection wells located in the 
city. 

Tim Keyes, the economic 
development director for 
Romulus said that Sunoco has 
received all the necessary permits 
from the state to begin to operate 
brine disposal and extraction 
wells in the same formation as

The Romulus City Council 
unanimously approved the rein¬ 
statement of the Citizen’s 
Advisory Council (CAC) Monday 
night 

The CAC serves as an advisory 
committee to the Romulus 
Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA), but it has not 
been in existence for a number of 
years, according to Tim Keyes, 
economic development director 
for Romulus. 

“I would say that it has not 
existed since the late 80s or early 
90s,” said Keyes. “But we are 
looking at everything to update 
existing plans and we believe 


EDS. 

Environmental Disposal 
Systems, a company that disposes 
of hazardous waste would use the 
wells, which are about 4,200 feet 
below the surface, to hold haz¬ 
ardous liquid wastes. Including 
acids and heavy metals like mer¬ 
cury, chromium and nickel. 

“The problem is that both of 
these companies cannot have use 
of the wells,” said Keyes. 

Keyes said that Sunoco plans 
to store natural gas for future use 
in the formation When the gas is 
in demand, Sunoco would then 
bring up the gas and replace it 
with brine or salt water 

If EDS is also allowed use of 
the wells to dump the hazardous 
waste, Sunoco would bring the

that there is a necessity for such a 
council.” 

Keyes said that because the 
current DDA plan is being 
revised there is a stipulation that 
if more than 100 citizens live in 
the district a CAC is mandatory. 

‘There are more than 100 citi¬ 
zens and beyond that I think and 
the DDA believes that it is impor¬ 
tant for the citizens to have a say 
in what happens downtown,” 
said Keyes. “The intent of the 
council is to let the voices of the 
residents be heard and taken into 
consideration when making deci¬ 
sions.” 

The decision to amend the 
current DDA plan is designed to

At 2 p.m., members of the 
Michigan Bat Conservancy will 
be on hand with live bats, owls 
and flying squirrels, West said. 

Shortly after that Doug Sweet 
from the Belle Isle Aquarium, 
will give a presentation on mus¬ 
sels in the creek. 

‘They’re a big indicator to the 
water quality,” West said. “The 
Rouge River used to have a lot of 
different species of mussels. 
Now it’s dwindled.” 

The Johnson Creek headwa¬ 
ters are in Salem Township and 
it meanders through Northville 
and Plymouth Township, eventu¬ 
ally connecting to the Rouge 
River. It has long been a secret 
paradise for local anglers, but 
development has encroached in 
the vicinity and threatened the 
habitat of many diverse types of 
plant and animal species. The 
creek is unique in that it is the 
only natural cold water tributary 
for the Rouge River 

Registration for the trail runs 
and walk begins at 8 a.m. The 
deadline has already expired for 
early registration, so the cost of 
taking part of the event is $20 for 
adults, but a t-shirt is included in 
the price.

Every 21 seconds, a traumatic 
brain injury occurs in the United 
States, many of which are the 
result of automobile accidents, 
according to Jennifer Rusinowski, 
communications manager for 
Special Tree Rehabilitation 
Center in Romulus.

ate funds for the new shelter On 
May 11, Captain Nemo’s will 
donate 20 percent of all profits for 
the day to the Friends of the 
Animal Shelter fund. There will 
also be a jar on the counter and 
funds up to $500 will be matched 
by the store. 

“I think it is wonderful when 
businesses in the community help 
this cause and other causes as 
well,” said Wadsworth. “I wish 
more businesses would follow 
Captain Nemo’s lead.” 

The Romulus fire fighters 
announced at the city council 
meeting that they would sponsor a 
pancake breakfast fundraiser 
with all profits going to the 
Friends of the Animal Shelter.

If a person is being treated for 
a chronic condition such as dia¬ 
betes or high blood pressure, the 
condition must be under control.

majority won’t be enough to 
return it to the floor for consider¬ 
ation, either. Four members of 
the committee have to approve 
the legislation, but those four 
members must be made up of 
two House Representatives and 
two Senators. 

“You’ve got so much at stake 
here that all the powerful people 
will be involved,” Patterson said. 

The issue has peaked interest 
in the proliferation of racetracks 
across the state. There are cur¬ 
rently several racetrack licenses 
pending, according to the Office 
of the Racing Commissioner. 

They are: Michigan Downs, 
Romulus, Magna Entertainment; 
Triple Creek, Allen Park/Van

hazardous waste to the surface 
when it brought up the gas. The 
EPA contends that based on an 
extensive review of the EDS peti¬ 
tion for exemption and other 
information, such as scientific 
data and public comments, “the 
waste will stay confined to a layer 
of rock deep underground and 
will not threaten human health or 
the environment” 

This is an issue of concern to 
many residents, as well as elected 
officials. 

Congressman John Dingell (D- 
Dearbom Heights) is backing the 
petition filed by Sunoco. In a let¬ 
ter to Michael Leavitt, the admin¬ 
istrator of the EPA, Dingell voiced 
his concerns and objections to the 
exemption and questioned Leavitt 
on the reasoning behind the 
issuance of it 

“I have more than one objec¬ 
tion to the issuance of this exemp¬ 
tion to EDS,” said Dingell. “I have 
not been satisfied that the health 
and welfare of the people in this 
area will be protected and I do not 
believe that this exemption coin¬ 
cides with the requirements of the 
law.” 


Buren Township, Sam Danou;

There are two licenses avail¬ 
able under current law, one for 
the City of Detroit and one for 
the Detroit Suburbs. 

Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert said he was in favor of 
the legislation. 

“I have to admit that I am very 
happy about the way the bill 
reads right now,” he said. ‘The 
City of Romulus is going to 
receive much more money from 
the racino that we first anticipat¬ 
ed. That is going to help this city.” 

Patterson said the conference 
committee process doesn’t have 
to be a long one. He said the leg¬ 
islature could vote on the issue 
before they break for the sum¬ 
mer. 


Dingell said he is concerned 
with the possibility of migration 
from the EDS hazardous disposal 
site and the Sunoco Oil brine solu¬ 
tion site, which are less than one 
mile apart 

The exemption was made on 
the condition that the EPA would 
automatically terminate it, if 
Sunoco began extracting from the 
injection zone. 

The Michigan Supreme Court 
may still hear a case, which was 
filed by the cities of Romulus and 
Taylor against the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) and EDS as an 
intervening appellee, for allowing 
EDS to build a hazardous waste 
facility on wetlands in Romulus. 

State Sen. Ray Basham (D- 
Taylor) will be hosting a town hall 
meeting at 6:30 p.m. on May 24 at 
Romulus High School regarding 
the looming injection well contro¬ 
versy. Local, state and federal rep¬ 
resentatives, as well as the MDEQ 
director, Steve Chester will be on 
hand to answer questions from 
the public. Keyes said all resi¬ 
dents are encouraged to attend. 

“This meeting is designed to 
keep the residents of this city 
informed about what is going on 
with this issue,” said Keyes. “We 
want people to come and ask 
questions.”

Helping hand 
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Yankee Air Museum launches fund drive

The Yankee Air Museum is 
rising to new heights in hopes to 
raise $55 million. 

Museum volunteers and avia¬ 
tion fanatics are working on a 15- 
year campaign to generate funds 
to build several new buildings 
and contribute to the restoration 
of the current hangar at Willow 
Run Airport 

Jon Stevens, Yankee Air 
Museum president, said that the 
1942 wooden hangar needs new 
bricks and mortal: 

The first goal of the group is 
to generate $5 million to build a 
single hangar for the vintage air¬ 
craft that is still operational, a B- 
17 bomber, B-25 bomber, a C-47 
cargo plane and a Stinson air¬ 
craft The new building would 


become the restoration area for 
aircraft that will never fly again, 
according to Stevens. 

“We’ve been in the old build¬ 
ing since 1984,” said Stevens. 
“We started with a great big 
building that was empty and 
now we are packed to the 
rafters. We have outgrown the 
building” 

In the future, the museum 
could include a library, a confer¬ 
ence room, a theme restaurant 
futuristic aviation and a rebuilt 
version of the air base that exist¬ 
ed in World War n. 

“Over the 23 years we’ve been 
in existence we have acquired a 
large number of things going 
back to World War I,” said 
Stevens. “The sooner we can get 
things built the better.” 

The campaign began last 
Thursday at the Eagles Crest

Golf Club in Ypsilanti Township. 
The Michigan Aeronautics 
Foundation, established three 
years ago, will raise the funds for 
the project 

“Our concern is having a bet¬ 
ter facility, but preserving the 
1940s flavor,” said Stevens. “We 
have so many wonderful stories 
that need to be told that are not 
taught in 
schools. Like 
any other 
aspect of histo¬ 
ry, it is about 


the people and telling their sto¬ 
ries and we want to preserve 
those stories.” 

Annual operating revenue for 
the museum comes from admis¬ 
sions, memberships, plane rides 
and grants from the government 
They are working on new pro¬ 
grams to draw more visitors and 
to grow their membership, said 


Stevens. 

“Our plane rides on the B-25 
and B-17 planes give us a signifi¬ 
cant source of extra income to 
help support the museum,” said 
Stevens. 

Stevens said that the museum 
is dedicated to the local history 
of a very significant time in 
America. The number of differ¬ 
ent types of equipment, artifacts 
and models deserve to be 
reserved and shown to people, 
he said. 

“If you’re a car person, you’re 
an airplane person and you just 
don’t know it yet,” said Stevens.

Going to the digs 

Wayne officer takes over local canine training business

“This is the best job in the police 
department. I’ll be the first one to tell 
you/’ said Wayne Police Ofc. Terry Foley. 

Fbley is one of two K-9 handlers for the 
city He and his partner Axel, have been a 
fixture in the community for about 10 
years now, working the streets, helping out 
other communities, visiting schools and 
giving demonstrations at events. 

Foley has 23 years of experience as a 
police officer. Seventeen of those have 
been as a dog handler, a role he started 
with his previous 
department in 
Highland Park. It 
was conversation 
with some of the sus¬ 
pects he investigat¬ 
ed that sparked his 
interest in working 
with the intelligent 
animals, he said. 

“All of the drug 
dealers told us we 
missed the narcotics 
when we executed 
our search war¬ 
rants,” Foley said. 

Sure enough, a 
specific example provided all the evi¬ 
dence he needed. He and other members 
of the Highland Park Police Department 
had just raided a suspected drug house 
and came up empty-handed. They put in a 
call to a nearby K-9 officer in Taylor, who 
arrived at the scene and found the drugs 
within 10 minutes - they were hidden in a 
loose floorboard. 

From that moment on, Foley said he 
was hooked. 

Even so, it wasn’t just a matter of per¬ 
suading his superiors to start the program 
in Highland Park. Fbley said he had to do 
a lot of research on the potential of police 
dogs before he suggested and got the pro¬ 
gram started there. Through his research 
and knowledge on the subject he eventu¬ 
ally became a K-9 trainer, and that’s what 
first brought him to the City of Wayne. It 
was about 11 or 12 years ago when he 
came to the city to train the first K-9 dog 
handler on the force. That was when he 
met and befriended then-police chief 
John Colligan and learned about the 
department and the community. When a 
position opened up a year later, Foley 
jumped at it 

Foley said he enjoys every aspect of 
working with a K-9 partner, but is especial¬ 
ly fond of the training that he gives other 


officers. There’s a certain satisfaction, he 
said, in taking a ‘green’ officer and a 
‘green’ dog and watching them grow 
together into a cohesive partnership. It’s a 
challenging exercise because there are 
two personalities at work, not just one, but 
the end results are worth it, Foley said. 

“I want him to bond with his own han¬ 
dler,” Fbley said. “He becomes attached to 
his handler” They often become members 
of the family 

The training itself is very complicated, 
according to Foley, who has trained K-9 
officers throughout the country and 
Canada. Axel, for example, is trained for 
eight different tasks 
including: obedi¬ 
ence, narcotics, tac¬ 
tical movement and 
take-downs, build¬ 
ing searches, evi¬ 
dence searches, 
tracking and 
Special Weapons 
and Tactics (SWAT). 

As the animals 
learn those tasks, 
they are also taught 
to put aside some of 
their basic instincts, 
like aggression. 
They are trained 
not to pay attention to things like rabbits, 
squirrels or other dogs - imagine a room 
full of 35 German shepherds, without a 
single dogfight 

“There’s a lot to it,” Foley said. “It’s not 
just hooking him up to a leash and walking 
him around.” 

Although the animals can attack, they’ll 
only do so at the request of their human 
counterparts. Most of the muscles the dogs 
use are in their noses, not their mouths, 
Foley said. On the rare occasions that the 
dogs have to physically stop someone, they 
are trained to only use the force necessary. 

“Once (his partner) tells him he's done, 
that same suspect could turn around and 
pet the dog,” Foley said. 

Foley said he has plenty of stories 
about the good work he and Axel have 
done throughout the community. Among 
his favorites, though, is one that took place 
shortly after he started work with the 
Wayne department It was a cold winter 
night and he and Axel were called to help 
out the Westland Police Department. 
Officers had looked for about an hour to 
find an elderly woman who had wandered 
offinto the woods, with no avail. 

“Within 10 minutes, Axel found the 
woman curled up next to a tree,” Foley 
said. “She was alive and returned safely.”

Ofc. Terry Foley 
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Foley has trained more than 150 K-9 
teams during his career. He’s training 40 
law enforcement teams currently, and par¬ 
ticipating in a pilot training program for 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF). So far, he’s trained two 
teams that will serve as emergency 
response units, nationwide. One of them is 
based in Dallas, the other here in 
Michigaa 

He will soon take over the K-9 training 


facility operated by Terry and Diana 
Shoenbach and relocate it from Romulus 
to Filbert Street in Wayne. His regular job 
will remain with the Wayne Police 
Department, though, as he and Axel main¬ 
tain their role in the community. 

“There’s not too may kids that don’t 
know Axel,” Foley said. “We must be doing 
a good job, because we get called, year 
after year, to do the same classes. We’re a 
pretty busy team.”

Townships are ‘cool’ 

Let’s face it: sometimes townships don’t get any respect 

Many are thought of as sprawling places populated by strip malls, 
chain restaurants, car dealerships and industrial parks. They have to 
try to create a downtown environment already present in most cities 
and villages. They have no control over the funds that provide road 
maintenance and repair, the departments that are responsible for 
snow removal and the like. 

And now, they can’t be cool. 

At least, they aren’t eligible to take part in the Cool Cities Catalyst 
Grant program, a pilot program offered to municipalities throughout 
the State of Michigan that took part in the Cool Cities Initiative last 
year. 

That’s right, Cool Cities, not Cool Townships. 

The grant program is a good idea, as far as it goes. It’s supposed to 
help cities build better neighborhoods, attract more people and busi¬ 
ness, provide a spark for communities in need of an upgrade. 

Why not townships, too? 

Townships can provide all of the same amenities as cities. 
Subdivisions can be just as pleasing to live in, the business environ¬ 
ment just as lucrative. And it is often more difficult to construct the 
vision of a town center, a downtown. 

There have been notable attempts. Canton Township formed a 
Downtown Development District (DDA) along Ford Road and is con¬ 
tinuing to push for improvements along that road. The Cherry Hill 
Village concept - essentially a small city within the township - is con¬ 
tinually taking shape. Plymouth Township has formed a similar dis¬ 
trict, with construction on its streetscape planned for this fall. Van 
Buren Township has made the best of the winding Belleville Road 
that ushers drivers from Canton to downtown Belleville. 

Perhaps a word of encouragement is in order for township offi¬ 
cials: Keep up the good work. There are plenty of people who already 
think your communities are ‘cool.’ 

Racino amendments are key 

There is a lot of work that needs to be done before state legislators 
sign off on a plan to give racetracks throughout the State of Michigan 
the ability to add Video Lottery Terminals (VTLs) to their facilities. 

The so-called racino legislation has been bandied about at the state 
level for more than a year now, with convincing arguments coming 
from both sides. 

Defenders of the legislation point out the additional revenue they 
would bring in to the state, which can be used to decrease a state-wide 
budget shortfall. That would in turn free up additional funds for 
schools, local police departments and communities in general. 

Opponents say it would lead to higher crime rates, increased 
instances of gambling addiction and alter the communities that cur¬ 
rently host racetracks. 

Ultimately, the issue will be sent to a conference committee made 
up of members of the House of Representatives and the Senate to try 
to negotiate details that would be pleasing to both branches of govern¬ 
ment, and be signed by the governor 

We have a mixed view on the issue of racinos, in general. We’re not 
sure that the proliferation of them would cause in increase in the 
number of gamblers in the state, or merely give them other options. If 
they do result in a revenue increase, that revenue should most benefit 
the communities that host these facilities, rather than the state. 

That’s why the amendments posed to the legislation are important 
State Sea Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) said he is still concerned with 
the legislation, and only cast his vote in favor of the project to move

I try not to write columns 
when I'm pissed off. 

It’s much better to sit back,

FViday I learned I was the one 
of the latest victims in a growing 
crime wave that is sweeping 
through the nation: identity or 
credit card theft 

To this day I'm not sure which 
of the above labels my situation 
falls under; I’m even less clear 
how it happened in the first 
place. I only know that when I 
went to the bank Friday, my 
checking account was overdrawn 
by more than $350. 

u Oh, no. That’s impossible,” I 
told the teller, who went on to 
inform me that that’s what hap¬ 
pens when you try to spend more 
money than you have; your 
account gets overdrawn and the 
bank then takes more money 
away from you. 

Embarrassingly familiar with 
that procedure, I nevertheless 
went on to explain that that 
couldn’t be the case here. Not 
this time. I had built so many 
safeguards into my personal 


Finance system that I couldn’t 
possibly have spent more money 
than I had. 

I requested a printout of 
recent transactions and then I 
saw it: a $399 expenditure at a 
business in Detroit, using the 
numbers on my debit card, which 
was still in my wallet 

I instantly recognized it for 
what it was, a crime against me. 
The best way to describe the 
reaction that immediately fol¬ 
lowed is the type of sinking sen¬ 
sation you feel when you sudden¬ 
ly lose altitude in an airplane or 
on a roller coaster. But this was 
stronger. This is what it would 
feel like hurtling down the tallest 
roller coaster in Cedar Point, 
equipped only with a pair of 
roller skates. 

Panicked, I cancelled the 
card, gathered all the forms the 
bank provided me and set out to 
find out who was responsible. I 
gave my wife a hurried explana¬ 
tion, then picked up the phone to 
call the police department in 
Wayne, where I live. 

I expected a long wait - it was 
FViday, after all, and I figured the 
department had more pressing 
things to contend with than a 
case that they couldn’t do much

way. 

By the time I had explained to 
my son, Henry, about why we had 
to wait to walk down to the ice 
cream store (the good news, I told 
him, was that he was going to get 
to meet a police officer), Ofc. Abe 
Hughes had pulled up in front of 
the house. 

He patiently confirmed my 
most immediate fear I couldn’t 
file a report with the Wayne 
department because the pur¬ 
chase didn’t take place there. I 
had to deal with the Detroit 
police.

In 
part because I now have to wait 
about three weeks to have the 
money that I earned credited

the legislative process forward. 
His amendments would allow a 
local municipality the right to put 
the issue to a local vote, ensure 
that the funds distributed back to 
the communities are not pail of 
the regular appropriations 
process - a process which has 
resulted in the reduction of state- 
shared revenue - and earmark 
more of the money for schools 
and police agencies. 

In many ways, communities 
that already host racetracks are 
at a disadvantage with the pro¬ 
posal. 

The City of Northville, for 
example, has grown up around 
Northville Downs. Officials there 
don't want the additional 
headaches they think the VTLs 
would bring; they’re more con¬ 
cerned about the character of the 
community, even though they 
face budget situations like every¬ 
one else. 

It's a different situation in 
Romulus, where residents have 
already voted on both gambling 
and a proposed racetrack. They 
know, ahead of time, what the 
racetrack development could 
entail It’s a much more comfort¬ 
able scenario that one faced by 
communities who may not want 
the change. 

The issue itself is worth the 
debate. It is a plan with far-reach¬ 
ing consequences, and the pro¬ 
posed amendments should be a 
strong part of the discussioa

New book details life of renowned athlete

Life is like a bag of softballs. 

That's the only line Eddie Feigner, consid¬ 
ered the greatest softball pitcher of all time, 
needed to add to his biography From an 
Orphan to a King to make it seem any more 
like the highly acclaimed and modem movie 
classic Forrest Gump. 

Feigner was good at everything he did 
and. through his softball career, he knew any¬ 
body and everybody of importance. Plus, 
everybody loved him. 

From an Orphan to a King, is Feigner’s 
autobiography co-authored by his wife, Ann 
Marie Feigner, and Douglas B. Lyons and 
published by Immortal Investments 
Publishing. 

Feigner is considered to be the best soft- 
ball fast-pitcher of all time. Some even con¬ 
sider him to be the best pitcher, period. The 
book illustrates his life story from the day he 
was bom, abandoned and adopted - all pret¬ 
ty much in the same day - and his journey 
through a course life made easier with a 
blessed strong right arm. the driving force 
behind the greatest four-man softball team 
ever. The King and His Court 

Feigner's mother, known only as Mrs. 
King in the book, had complications while 
trying to give birth to her child, Marion 
Eugene King. She lost the baby and nearly 
lost her own life if it weren’t for an orphan 
baby found the night before. The two nursed 
each other back to health and when Mrs. 
King was well enough to go home, the hospi¬ 
tal thought she should take the baby boy 
home with her since no one else wanted him. 
Right them Myrle Vernon King was named. 

And that was the start of Feigner’s (aka 
Myrle Vernon King) incredible journey 
through life. 

Feigner started playing ball in fourth 
grade. By the sixth grade, at the age of 12 in 
his hometown of Walla Walla, WA, he was the 
best pitcher in the school - at least good 
enough to beat the older boys on the seventh 
and eighth grade team. _ 

While in grade school, he also 
formed strong bonds with Meade 
Kinzer, Ken White and Mike 
Meilicke, who eventually became 
the greatest foursome in orga¬ 
nized sports, The King and His 
Court 

As the team grew up they 
played on normal-sized school, 
travel and amateur teams 
throughout Washington and 
Oregon where Feigner perfected 
the art of pitching. He could 
pitch through his legs and 
behind his back just as fast - up 
to 104 mph, as accurately as his 
regular pitches. 

Four-man softball idea was 
spawned from an exhibition 
game where Feigner and his 
friends were playing Harris Pine 
Mills in Pendleton, OR. Feigner 
struck out everyone easily and 
his team worn After he made a 
few snide remarks, the manager 
of the opposing team dared 
Feigner to play his entire team 
using just his first baseman, 
shortstop and catcher. Feigner 
was happy to oblige. 

To prepare, Feigner and his 
three friends set up matches 
against the Washington State 
Penitentiary inmate team. The 
preparation paid off as they won 
the dare game, 7-0. Feigner 
pitched 19 strikeouts and only 


allowed two bunts that were thrown out at 
first base. 

Since that game, the King and His Court 
played more than 30 prisons and, after being 
caught up in one of the biggest prison riots in 
history, decided to take their act on the road. 
They have traveled more than 4 million miles 
across the United States, Canada and Mexico

to play in front of almost 21 mi llion fans. 

Feigner has pitched in 11,125 games and 
has won 9,743 of them while recording 1,072 
losses and 310 ties. He’s earned 141,517 
strikeouts and recorded 930 no-hitters. 1.982 
shutouts and 238 perfect games between 1938 
and 1968. 

He was more than softball player; he was 
an entertainer as well. He would get the 
crowd into the game by pitching through his 
legs, behind his back from second base, on 
his knees and, on occasion, blindfolded. He 
has pitched to more than 16.000 batters blind¬ 
folded and struck out more than half of them. 


It wouldn't be a Forrest Gump life if all he did 
were play softball, though. When he was 
younger he learned to play the piano and the 
saxophone, which led him to a try out as the 
replacement saxophone with the Tommy 
Dorsey Orchestra. He didn’t get the job but 
he formed a friendship with the musician. 

He held a lot of odd jobs, which included 
teaching figure skating at the largest skating 
rink in the world in Oak’s Park, near 
Portland. He also took a job collecting tick¬ 
ets at a burlesque theater where he met the 
likes of Red Buttons, Red Skelton, George 
Bums and Ed Wynn. And he served a short 
stint in the military. 

Because of his military background he 
was accepted into the FBI training program, 
which led to a job as a Washington State 
Patrol Officer. He was also a manager for 
Coca-Cola Bottling Co. and a bus driver for 
the Seashore Transportation Bus Co. But, he 
never veered too far from his true love - soft- 
ball. 

His experience in softball has put in con¬ 
tact with celebrities from all walks of life 
including Elvis Presley, Joe Louis, Franco 
Harris, Deacon Jones, Bob Griese, Troy 
Aikman, Ted Williams, Jack Dempsey, 
Bronco Nagursaki and Detroit’s own Gordie 
Howe. 

Howe also wrote an engaging forward to 
the book 

On the other hand, he has also had run-ins 
with the Ku Klux Klan and various crooks, 
scammers and jewel smugglers. 

Sounds like a Hollywood movie in the 
making 

Life is like a bag of softballs. You never 
know what kind of pitch you'll get 

In this case, readers will get a tremendous 
story of an orphan’s rise to stardom but, 
unfortunately, the writing makes it extremely 
difficult to make it all of the way through.

It was exciting performing in front of the live audience, 
she said, but the sport was tough on her body. Sometimes 
the show wouldn’t be on until 3 a.m. on the cable station, 
but this didn’t stop her friends in Michigan from watching. 
She said she would get phone calls from them early in the 
morning while they watched back home.
